The ransom was paid, the state­ 
ment said, “ to the kidnapers, prop­ 
erly identified as such, upon their 
agreement to notify him as to the 
exact whereabouts of the baby, but 
the baby was not found at the point 
designated. 
“ Several days were permitted to 
elapse to give the kidnapers every 
opportunity to keep their agreement. 
It was not intended to use the num­

last week, goes down in history as 
the “ most terrible disaster that ever 
occurred on the Missouri river.” A l­ 
though the exact number of fatali­ 
ties from this explosion never was 
known definitely, w riters have esti­ 
mated that approxim ately one hun­ 
dred persons were killed. 
Loaded with freight and carrying 
approxim ately 175 passengers, many 
of whom were Mormon imm igrants 
on their w ay to Salt Lake, the Sa­ 
luda arrived at Lexington from St. 
IvOuis on A pril 5 on the way to 
Council Bluffs. The river was run­ 
ning high and swift, and after sev­ 
eral attempts to round a sharp bend 
above 
Lexington, 
the
